It Is a story that spans two vara, 
though it 1* still incomplete. 

Strictly spooking, the brat chapter 
of lite story was. written in 1015, but 
I'm starting It during the present 
■war, when tin! threads of ber lita 
wore again inter Woven with her old 
jolilrh and innumerable compatriots 
as she became again— -as in the last 
War — the militant symbol of the 
liRht of Frenchwomen for libera- 
tion. 

The story oeglm ono day In May, 
1940, when thousands of British and 
other Allied soldiers were streaming 



along the dissty roads of Jforthem 
Prance within sight of the "Village 
ot Lost Foot£lcp&" on their way to 
Dunkirk. 

On the hard, white avenue, Imr- 
drccd wllh sinewy, wlnd-5wrpi l»'P- 
lars, tintc was a troop at British 
Touunlr* siowl; windinc down the 
rti.nl, plodding on with the weari- 
ness of des.palr. 

They were grimed with sweat and 
ingrained muck, unshaven, with the 
collars of their battle-dreffli open and 
torn, their rifles slung unused— they 
had run out of ammunition— bchms 
their backs. 

"They Irxikcd like brigands, though 
we've sofin many worse dressed sol- 
diers etacc." said Mme Evened, The 
soldiers hadn't eaten lor days. They 
were pretty near exhaustion and 
parched with thirst. 

One of them, wounded, was be- 
ing partly carried whenever his 
companions could summon up 
mough strength. 

By the roadside tliey flung them- 
selves down in the ditch and lay 
there, unseeing ami unconcerned, 
ami practically without hope. 

They hardly noticed an old farm 
laborer who trudged past 

He went past than, balled, cogi- 
tated, then slowly returned and be- 
gan speaking. 

For some minutes the Tammies 
took no notice. 

Piniuly one of them, understand- 
ing a tittle French, got up and 
listened. 

He turned back to his eoinpanHine 
and said: 

•As far as I can understand, 
there's a house up the road and 
down a lane on the outskirts of the 
village where they're looking for us. 

"it's a queer name. Be calls II 
the ■Huu.ie ot Lost Footsteps. 1 " 

The soldiers moved off slowly. 
Whenever they met anyone they 
asked Urn way to the "House of Lost 
Foots tcpa" 

They met with rurknis glances, 
which eventually changed into 
smiles. 

Eventually Uiey reached op un- 
prcleiiiioun French villa. 

There were no tdrmtfjcstlan marks 
ami no name ou the door, but It 
opened, and a woman appeared, 
welcomed them, and gave them 
shelter. 

They had irarlinl the "floBse of 
tort Footsteps." 
The a r. i n. m was Mme Evrard. 



Local French people tailed it 
".Malum des Pas Perdtis" — House 
of Lett Footstiipn — because it re- 
minnod them of a waiting -room 
»r. thi Parisian Terminus, which is 
known as "Salies des Pas Perdu*-." 
where would-be passengers wait, to 
eulei) trains, or othel's to -relecraie 
guests. 

When disaster caroe. Mme lilrrurd 
and hniKircds of other Frrnch- 
wotnen immediately rallied to give 
all the bfrip :hey could to the re- 
treating, cut-off Allied soldlers. 

They fed and sheltered Lbem. gave 
them directions to help tnein on 
their way to Dunkirk, 

■ TruTe are many who looked after 
the wounded and went on vuceerlmt 
the Aihes long after Dunkirk, as 
thny kept, coming In from liw In- 
terior, where they had been iso- 
laltti. ' mltl Mme Evrard. "It wasn't 
a nice experience, but we learned a 
great deal irom thoEe men. We 
learned again of their stubbornness 
and tiietr determination. We anew 
they would neveT be beaten. I 
helped Australians, too, I could 
always tell them, X knew them by 
their eyes, 

"Perhaps It was the tell-tale 
crow's-feet, In the comers, from 
looking at the son.

"There le the case of beautiful 
Maiou Retler, elghl'en-ycar-old 
mldrnt'tte tBempstrassl, who dflilber- 
absly dressed herself H|i and went 
out pabllcly with Oermsns 111 Paris. 

"asalou was prepared to make 
any sacrifice to obtain some vtt^l 
information we knew could be ob- 
tained If we went about it in the 
rlytil. way.
